MEXICO CITY, Feb. 16.—A 
court test of the Mexican govern- 
ment’s right to close religious and 
educational institutions has result- 
ed in victory for the government. 


The authorities of the Francis- 
can Asylum filed an application for 
an tnjunction with thc District 
Court in an endeavor to prevent 
an execution of an oder to close 
the institution. The court rejected 
the application on the ground that 
the government's course was per- 
mitted under the constitution. 

In Colegio Nuestra Senor Del 
Pilar, en educational institution, 
was closed yesterday without mei- 
dent or arrests. 

Only one American thus far tn 
the interior of Mexico has been 
absolved in the government's plans 
to close all religious and educa- 
tional institutions and churches, 
where foreign-born priests officiate. 

She is Margarita M. Semple, 
mother superior of the Catholic 
Academy at Coyoacan. Last week 
she informed American Ambassa- 
dor Gheffield that she anticipated 
the closing of her school, which 
apprehension proved correct. She 
is being allowed to remain in the 
academy, although fifteen nuns 
there Rave been ejected. ' 

There apparently is no inten 
to cease literal enforcement of the 
constitution, which prohibits the 
functioning of foreign-born priests 
and the operation of foreign re- 
ligious schools. Some Spanish

Article III of the constitution, 
under which religious schools are 
being closed, says primary. inter- 
mediate and higher instruction im- 
parted in both official and private 
schools must be ratial and that no 
religious body or the minister of 
any religious sect will be allowed 
to direct schools of primary edu- 
cation.

More than 200 leaders have been 
jatled and are facing charges 
ranging from. house breaking to 
murder. Though the rank and file

Laid to Two Men 
Pair Arrested After Fight 
With Policeman 


Detectives Trace Route in 
San Joaquin Valley 


A eafe-blowing trip through the 


strong boxes of seven postoffices 
and more than fifty stores were 
plundered, was attributed yester- 
aay by Detective Lieutenants Kat- 
zenberger and Savage to Charles 
Clark, 38 years of age, and Ed L. 
Grey, 24, who have been under 
arrest here since the 6th inat. 
Clark has served time, according 
to the officers, in Fan Quentin, 


worth prison. 

Armed with finger prints of 
the pair, the detectives traveled 
through the San Joaquin 
by automobile and succeeded in 
tracing the movements of the pair 
since July 1, 1925, they declared. 
The men will be turned over to 
the Federal authorities for prose- 
cution. 

. TRAIL TAKEN UP 

The first trace of the men, the 
detectives said, was found at Stock- 
ton, where mes of the Stockton 
Radiator Works, the Red Top Gro- 


cery and a wholesale grocery had 
been plundered. At Sacramento, 
the pair blew the safe of a Jap- 
anese pool room, then transferred 
to Modesto where a transfer of- 
fice and the Quality Bakery re- 
ceived their attention. At Fresno, 


the Dutchman's, yielded enough to 
Clark and Grey were able to buy 
an automobile from the Dutchman 
the following day. 

In this vehicle, the yeggs went 
to Saunas, the detectives say, and 
opened a theater safe, getting 
$1575. At Gonzales they ousted 
two hoboes from jhe railway sta- 
tlon and were about to blow the 
safe when a mall man appeared 
and they fled. Then they went to 
Valley Springs, where they looted 
a postoffice; to Porterville, where 
a laundry safe yielded its contents 
to them, and then returned to 
Stockten, Where they blew the 
safe of the Stockten Radiator 
Works a second time. A safe in 
Riverside gave up two diamond 
rings. At Selma they blew a safe 
in the Star Garage. 


CAUGHT AT STORE . 


Back to Modesto again, where 
they plundered the safe of a 
Piggiy Wigely store and where a 
thief stole their automoDile, which 
was parked outside. At Woodfake, 
the postoffice, a meat market and 
a rallwey depot were plundered, 
and then followed postoffice safes 
at Salida, Cressey, Irwin, Blk 
Grove and Alma. Then, it is as- 
ser*ed, they came to Los Angeles. 

On the 6th inst., according to the 
officers, the pair were caught by 
Patrolman Toffey at the back door 
of a Safeway store at 6932 Holly- 
wood Roulevard, carrying a pinch 
bar, a bottle of nitroglycerine, and 
some fuse and caps. Clark swung 
at the officer with the pinch bar 
and Toffey ducked, seized the man 
by the ankles, and jerked him from 
his feet. He then handcuffed him 
and seized Grev, it was declared.

rior Court, to whom they return 
their indictments, or to the Dis- 
trict Attorney. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral may, however, supersede the 
District Attorney. In view of the 
fact that the charges against the 
chief prosecuting officer of the 
county came from the Chief Ex- 
ecutive officer of the State, the jury 
considered that it was duty- 
bound to do all in reason to com- 
py with ihe conditions named by 
is Excellency. 

Tt was manifest that you, Judge 
Edwin F. Hahn, could not act both 
as judge and prosecutor.

We have examined these various

The two special investigators as- 
signed to us brought Before us the 
‘evidence on which we ‘indicted 
three police officers for giving pro- 
tection to bootleggers within the 
city of Los Angeles. There was no 
intimation in this, however, that 
the District Attorney had been 
giving protection to these police- 
men. We have listened to no tes- 
timony which would justify us in 
saying that the District Attorney 
is protecting vice. We are satis- 
fied that these investigators, so as- 
signed to us by the District At- 
torney, were by him in good faith 
instructed to werk exclusively un- 
der our juriediction, and that they 
were to share no one, “let the chips 
fall where they may.” 


BUNKO CHARGES MADE 

His Excellency states that at 
about the time of the “Big Hutch” 
activity, protection mofley was 
paid in connection with “bunko op- 
erations;” that the victim's money 
was divided in various ways. 
Under the personal direction of 
Dist.-Atty. Thomas Lee Woolwine, 
the grand jury which indicted 
Hutchins, investigated this ques- 
tion of protection. We have had 
before us the foreman of that jury, 
though he was not sworn as a 
witness. No indictments were re- 
turned by that jury for bribery 
by bunko operators. We are, nev- 
ertheless, inclined to think that 
there is much truth in the sur- 
mises of His Excellency that pro- 
tection money was paid, though 
not paid to Mr. Woolwine or Mr. 
Keyes,. nor paid to anyone with 
their knowledge. If money was 
paid to anyone, the affair is now 
outlawed by the statute of limita- 
tions. 
In regard to the District Attor- 
ney being an efficient prosecutor 
we have made no spectal investi. 
gation. We understand. however, 
that he is one of the best criminal 
trial attorneys in the Southland. 
Through bur criminal complaints 
committee we have, during the 
year, investigated various cuses 
which have been turned down by 
the office, or which came to us 
without firet passing through the 
District Attorney criminal com- 
plaint department. There was 
nothing in our experience with 
these cases to cause us to criticise 
the department. 


COMPLIMENTED BY JURY 

The last grand jury comp. 
mented the District Attorney on 
the reorganization of his office in 
June, 18924. Under the changes 
made, they sali, greater care was 
exercised in the issuance of com- 
plaints. This resulted in quicker 
trials for those under arrest and 
in a saving to the taxpayers in 
those causes where otherwise there

CITY THIRD IN AUTO DEATHS 


Report Gives. Los Angeles Twenty-one Traffic 
Fatalities Over Four-Week Period 


A marked decrease from the preceding like period tn the number 
of automobile f@talities in seventy-nine cities of the United States 
during a four-week period ending January 30, last, is recorded in the 
monthly report of the Department of Commerce, released yesterday. 
During the period covered by the report, 434 deaths were caused by 
automobile accidents, while the four-week period ending January 2, 
showed fatalities totaling 658, a daily average for the two periods of 


15.5 and 19.9 per cent, 


fatalities is included in the report 
for Los Angeles, the local number 
of deaths is surpassed only by two 
cities—New York with seventy-five 
and Chicago with fifty-seven. Twen- 
ty-one fatalities were recorded in 
Los Angeles for the four-week pe- 
riod, a slight increase over the 
preceding period in which nine- 
teen pergons were killed in local 
traffic mishaps. — 

According to the Department of 
Commerce report, 232 persons 
were killed in Jos Angeles during 
the fifty-three weeks ending Jan- 
vary 2. last, a decrease from the 
number of fatalities in 1924 which 
showed 267 fatalities, but a slight 
inereare over te 1923 figures of 
224. New York figures for the 
same three years have hovered 
near the 1000 mark while Chicago 
has been well over 500 each year. 

The report calls attention to a 
reduction of 31 per cent in the 
figures for the last four-week pe- 


respectively.

1926. The latter 
shows à total of 632 deaths, a fig- 
ure accounted for by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce as due to the 
season of the year. Fewer auto- 
mobile fatalities are recorded in 
the winter, as a rule, according to 
the report, owing to diminished 
use of machines during 
weather. Los Angeles is less af- 
fected by weather conditions owing 
to the all-year climate that per- 
mits unlimited use of automobiles 
for business and pleasure.

The proceeding before the court 
was the motion of Attorney Wood, 
as counsel for the estate of Ed- 
monia C. Bradley, for the distribu- 
tion of the balance of the estate.

An intricate point of law was 
involved. The estate totaled 


$1,100,000, of which $500,000 worth 
is in California. The will of Brad- 
ley had left a third of his estate 
to the Bradley Home for Meth- 
odist Ministers, and another third 
to the same home after the death 
of his children. The Pennsylvania 
courts probated the will as drawn, 
as to the $600,000 worth of prop- 
erty in that State. But the Call- 
fornia courts held up further dis- 
tribution, on the ground that the 
will violated the law of this State 
prohibiting bequests of more than 
one-third of au estate to charity. 

The claims of the home were 
satisfied by a compromise made in 
Pennsylvania, whereby, sccording 
to Attorney Wood's showing, it. 
actually received more than a 
third of the estate. This, by rea- 
son of the fact that Bradley had

BUILDERS 
CONSIDER 
NEW PLAN 


Organization Proposed to 
W ork Out Wage Scale With 
Aid of Mechanics 


A plan for an organization of 
building trades employers and em- 
ployees to work out together a 
wage scale for a fixed period and 
for registration of building me- 
chanics will be a special order of 
business at za general meeting of 
the Southern California Chapter of 
Associated General Contractors of 
America tomorrow evening. 

F. J. Twaits, vice-president of 
the Scofield Engineering-Construc- 
tion Company, will propose the 
scheme, he said yesterday, arid 
while it would be put in operation 
by the chapter, the intention would 
be to have its scope extended to 
cover the building trades generaily. 

The proposal is being submitted 
by Mr. Twaits as chairman of the 
chapter's labor and industrial com- 
mittee, on which J. C. Edwards 
of the William Simpson Construc- 
tion Company and Walter Slater, 
president of the company that 
bears his name, serve with Mr. 
Twatta. 

Mr. Twaits lo proposing that a 
bureau be created for registration 
of all building machanics and from 
which all employers would pro- 
cure mechanics; every competent 
building mechanic would be elig- 
ible to registration, irrespective of 
union affiliation; present wages 
would be agreed on as a minimum 
for a definite time and a scale 
would he worked out by both em- 
ployers and employees; no dues 
would be charged registering me- 
chanics. 

Four advantag’s are claimed for 
the plan by its proponent: Labor 
would have a voice in fixing the 
wage scale, a medium sould be 
created through which differences 
could be dealt with, conditions 
would be stabilized, crafficking in 
labor would be eliminated.
